to ibis School. And fuppofing fome farther 
Account of them may be accepubteK) my 
Readcri, I Ihall add. That after fome little 

Acquaintance 
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AcquatoUDce with chem, I underftood tlmt 
tboieftom Lorecto were Hurons, and could 
(peak the Language of that Tribe : And by a 
thorough Acquaintance^ Mr. Dean found that 
there was (uch Affinity between their Lan- 
guage, and the Onotda's, which he is Mafter 
of, that with Tcrylitrle Pains, he can make 
hinafelf fo completely Mafter of their Language, 
as to be abletodtfcourfeand preach u) the Hu- 
rons freely in therr own Tongue. 

Thbt manifefled great Sattsfaftton in being 
here at School, and feem'd to be endow'd with 
Principles of Honor, Manhood and Benero* 
lence* much beyond what has appeared com-' 
moo to the Nativeai and they have made good 
Proficiency in the School. They foon began 
to read and write Engrifli f which an Indian 
may do before he can dtifcourfe in that Tongue) 
md as they coiiU fpeak French wd]b t order- 
ed Jofeph Verruiel, a young Fienchman, to 
teach them 10 re«i the French Bible. 

This Verruiel came providenriaHf from 
Canada to this School, aloioft two Years ago. 
His Father was a Lieutenani^Oplonel of the 
Militia near Quebec, and before the taking 
ofthatPUceby the EngUfls, bis Orcumftao- 
ces were affiuent. He had fupported this Son 
two Tears at School, in France, but io the 
Siege at Quebec his Houfe was burot^and he 
reduced to Poverty % whereupon be feat fbr 

this 
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this Son horne^ This Youtii had never heard 
of this School, when he &€ out svith a Number 
of Frenchmen, on a Jonnicy through the 
Woods ifom Canada to Connedicut. When 
he bad reached thefe New-Englifli Settlements, 
and had got fufficieat Evidence of Deceit in 
the Man they bad put Confidence in to con- 
duft them, and having i|o Intereft of his own, 
as the reft had, to call him further; andappre^^ 
bending himfelf unfafe among a People be 
could not underftand, while he was (b much in 
the Hands of a bad Mm, and finding fome 
irho bad been formerly Captives in Canada, 
with wboni he could conyerfe in his own 
Language, be ftopped, and let his Compani- 
ons go forward without iiim. In this Place^ 
about Tbirty-five Miles diftant, he was inforo»* 
ed of this School, and that he would be kind- 
ly treated, i^he ihould l>e admitted into it, and 
that no Compulfion was ufed in Matters of 
Religion, but all left to fearch, and fee, and 
judge for themfelves, he drfired, and obtained 
Admittance oaTryal. 

Whbh he came,, be could fpeak fo t^iuch 
Latin that we could underftand him, and was 
able ro read and underftand the moft of the 
Latin Teftament, and foon difcovered him- 
felf to be a biggotted Paptft, fraught with M 
the Prqudices agatnft Proteftanifm which 
papal Artifice could infpire, I advifed all 
concerned not to enter into any warm 

Debate 
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Debate with him on any Potnis of the Con- 
troverfy, nor any Thing more than propofe 
Qucftlons for his Confideration. He appear- 
ed deGrous to fearch the Matter to tke Bot- 
tom» and fee, and judge for hnnfelf. I pro- 
cured a French Bibie for him, which he had 
never icen before, more than the fmall A^ 
bndgment which their Clergy allow to be read. 
He read it with great Diligence and Improve^ 
tnenr, and foon began to Qoeftion the Truth 
of many Things which he had before taken 
opon Trgft, with no other Groand of Behef, 
than the Authority of that Church, and found 
himfelf conftrained to indulge the. growing 
Sufpicion^ till be renounced all the Peculiari- 
ties of the Popifti Religiont and became a fixed 
and fetded Proteftant ; on which I determined 
to carry him through a Couife of Collegiate 
learning at my own Expence, unlefs (ome 
charitable Friend fliould find it in his Heart to 
contribute Affiftance therein, in hopes that he 
may by the Grace of Ged, be n^ade eminently 
vfeful to his miftaken Brethren. 

Th isi Hurons have made good Proficiency 
in reading the Btble^ and appear affo to be 
nearly fatisfied that their Teachers have here- 
tofore much impofed upon them, and that the 
Strength of the Popifii Caufe don't lie in the 
Power of Truth, but in that Da? knefs and }>? o- 
found Ignorance which they are fo cafeful' to 
bring up and hold their People in, as to a great 

Part 
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Part of the divine Revelation ; and that many 
ThingSt merely human, were impofed, incul* 
cated, and enjoyned upon them inftead thereof. 
They exprefled a Defire that fome of their 
young Relations might have the fame Advan- 
tage of Inftru&ion as they had i and accord- 
ingly, ac their Defire, I gave them Liberty to 
make a Vifit to their Friends in Canada, and 
invite a Number of likely Boys to return with 
them in the Fall to this School. Accordingly, 
111 May they let out, and returned a few Days 
ago, and inform me that the Oppofitton of 
their Priefts was fo ftrong, and their Artifices 
fo many chat they could not prevail to bring 
any Boys with them at prefent, but they are of 
Opinion that there is a growing Profpeft that 
a great Part of that Town will,m alittleTime, 
be wiiiing and glad to be inftruAed in the 
whole Truth which concerns their eternal Sal- 
vation. But however this may be with Ref* 
pe£t to others, I think it is evident that thefe 
have loft nothing in Favour of the Proteftant 
Faith by going home. 

As to thofe eight who came with thefe from 
Caghnewaga, one of whom appeared to be 
near thirty Years old, and three more to have 
arrived near the Age of Manhood — —After I 
had cloathed them decently, they foon began 
to difcover the Indian Tempei*, grew impati- 
Cht of Order and Government in the School, 
ftiew*d a great Inclination to be hunting and

raunbtmg in tbeA/^oodi, not urel) fatisfkd with 
wbAC was done for them, a Difpofirion to make 
vnf ^odly Remarks upon any Omlflibns in 
any Kefped^ which could be confliuedasevU 
dential of, to any Meafure, a Wane of Kind- 
I&& and Caie for them ; and. this ioCafef, in 
which none buc theoifelTet could ever have 
thought of [ucb an Under ftanding of them,&c. 
In the Begioa ng of March . the^ petitioned 
earneftly that I would kt them make a Vific 
tn Sir WiUiafn Johnfun \ I was not forry for 
fuch aMotion, 2& I apprehended they i»ece moie 
like}/ to do Hurt to Others, than get Good 
xo them(ehres, by ftayiog heie. I gave tbcm 
Liberty togo» and from thence to Cagbne- 
waga, and not return again to th'fS School; 
and accordingly furntflied them with all that 
was neceBary for their Journey. Thcfe four 
\th the School, March 1 1, and allUneaGnefs 
ivith ihofc they left behind, at once (ubfided. 

The Account they gave on their Arrival 
at Caghnewaga, of the Treatment given the 
Boys they left here, was not over friendly ; 
however^ I believe they have done the Caufe 
no Hurt, efpecially as they themfeKes made 
fo much better Appearance as to their Cloatb- 
ing than they did when they came fromHome. 

Three of the Fathers of thefe Children* viz 
l^effieurs Stacy and Phillips, Fathers of the 
two captive Boys before- meniioned, and Sode*' 

retvfko 
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r^oufko Father of anocher, all reputable io tl^e 
Tribe» came here Jone 2d, on a nflc to their 
Children. Mr Stacy brought his Witc, (w4io 
iiooe ^che Natives) with him. And Mr.PhiU 
lips brought wit^ htm a Son, who appeared to 
be about 14 Years old, and who had been late- 
ly eleded, and inftalled King of that Tribe. 
(This I underftand to be agreeable to theCuf- 
torn of the Indians, to chufe and Grown their 
Kings while they are young, and to have them 
ready to execute their Office on theRemoval of 
their Prcdeceffor.> This Son Mr. Philips pro- 
mifed to fend to me for an Education in this 
School, the Lad appeared promi(ing« and was 
deiirous to ftay with his little Brother, and his 
Father would have left hioi, had it not been 
that certain Rites commonly pradifed among 
them, to ratify the Choice of a Kin(;, and make 
it more publickly known among the Tribes, 
ycc remained to be performed, and his puttmg 
his Son out of the Way while they were confer- 
ring fuch Honours upon him, he apprehended 
would be taken as an Expreffion of Difrefped, 
and therefore he thought it not expedient ro 
leave bis Son herear that Time, but t^tprcfftd 
the fuUeft Purpofe to fend him as foon ^n 
the Way fliould be prepared for it, which I 
can't but confider as a very hopeful Omen of 
fome great good in referve for thcfe Noahera 
Tribeso 

Thiv 
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They appeared wcHpleafed with the Situa- 
tion, and Difpofalof their Children berc. 

Thet gave me an Account that their Pricft 
was much difpleafed at their fending thetr 
Children to this School, and to that Degree 
thathc had retufed to Pray either for Parents 
or Children fincc they came away. 

Thbt alfo informed me that through the in- 
fluence of the Prieft* and the aged Grand mo- 
ther, the Boy, a defcendant from the Rev'd. 
Mr. Williams, {whofc comtrg with Mr. Rtpley 
was prerentod by Sicknefs) was Yikt (till to be 
detained. 

The beginning of May the Rev'd. Mr. 
Ripley and Mr. Dean, fat out on a MiflTiOn to 
vifit the Indians at Penobfcott, and on th* Bay 
of Fundy, as they Ihouldfind Encouragement, 
agreeable to Reprefencations heretofore made 
of a Door open for Service among them. 

Colonel Goldthwait Commander of the 
Fort at Penobfcotr, informed them that for a 
Number of Year^, and tiU of late there had 
appeared a very fair Profpcftxif their receiving 
a Mrflionary, had one been offered to them, 
but now the Cafe appeared much other wife ; 
aad this occafioned throURh the free and unre« 
ftrained Sale of fpiritous Liquor among them, 
and iheFlaitery and Artifice of the Romiflt 
Pfkfts who quiet and keep them in perfeft Se- 
curity 
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cutitjr by a liberal Difpcnfaiion cf Pardons of 
their continual Drunkennefn, and all che fordid 
vices concomitant with, and confcqucnc there- 
on ; and which are realonably to be expcAed, 
fo long as the Traders are under no reftraiAt in 
Celling, nor the Indians in buying Ram^ but 
their want of Ability to pay for it ; by which 
Means their Poverty and Mifery is already 
come upon them, Mr. Ripley fays, beyond 
what he haid cverfcen before in any Inftance. 
By thcfc Indutgencies of their Priefts, they were 
fafter than ever attached to them, though by 
thefe Means they were wafting and decreafing 
faftas to their Number, and appeared to be 
nigh, very nigh untocurfing, lofomuch that 
within a very few Years, according to the pre- 
fentCourfe of Things, that once numerous 
and formidable Tribe, which has been fuch a 
fore Scourge to the Englilh^ will be wholly 
Extind. 

Amono theie Mr. Ripley found an Indian 
of whom Colonel Goldthwait before inform- 
ed him, who faid he belonged to a very large 
Tribe far Weft of Lake Superior, which he 
catied Matiagnejfawack^ which lived far beyond 
any Communicati(yi with, or Knowledge of the 
Engltfh, and his C^rafler among the Indians 
at Penobfcott, and^eEnglifli who have been 
fcveral Years acquamted with him, for Honef- 
ty and Veracity, renders the Account which he 
gives worthy of more Credit, & alfo 9A his Ac* 

counts 
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he has been with them, i. e. fincc che riking 
of Canada by the Englilb^ a^Stmunarf of rhich 
i$ this. That the Country thete is yaftly Fer- 
fiIe'-*«Tbat they Plant nothing but iiidtan 
Corn, Melons^ PuxnpioDs-— Tbac Rice, Peas, 
Beanf, ApplcSt Plua:>s,. Tobacco, Grapes^ &c. 
grow ipcmtaneoufly, ajKl almoft every Thing 
which he had feen in^ Cao^a or New- England, 
and all in great Plenty—That Hbrfes, Cows, 
Sheep, Goats, Bufialoes, were Natives of that 
Country, r^n wild, and were propagated in great 
Abundance ; alfo, the greatdt plenty of Fowls 
of all Sorts,, as Turkies, Geefe» Ducks^ Hens,. 
Pigeons, &c. who feed chiefly on Rice-^That 
the Tribes of Indians were vafltly numerous, 
and their Wars generally ev^ry Year— The 
Weapons they ufc in War, were Bows and 
Arrows, and a heavy Club— Their Arrows 
M'e pointed with Stone, and fometiines poifon- 
ed— That the Armies which met at the taking 
Quebec, (where he was on the fide of the 
French) were but a liandful compared with 
thofe who commonly met in War *«i his Coun* 
try— -That when they met upon a very large 
Plain, where they ufed commonly to Fight, the 
armies werefo large that he could not fee from 
one End to the other of them. 

Ths Account be gives of his coming into 
this Part of the Continent is. That he was ta- 
Zten Captive, and being young and able bodir 

cdf 
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ed, be was Sold, as ts their Cuftom to deal with 
fuch, tbeold and decriped they kill, and thus 
as aCapttve he was Sold, and pafs'd from Tribe 
to Tribe, ttU he got into the Hands of one 
who were in Conneftion with the French, and 
there becanae one of the Quota which chat 
Tnbewas to farntfh the French for that War, 
where he got Acquaintance with the Pcnob*- 
fcott Indians, and canne Home with them when 
the War was over, and marned one of that 
Tribe, by which Means he has been prevent- 
ed returning, to hit own. People, as his Wife 
will not Confent to it though he has greatly 
defired it. 

Hi fays he never heard of, nordoes he fup- 
pofethathts Nation, have any Notion of a 
Supreme Being~-He fays they have very little, 
or almoft no Winter there, and tells of many 
and vaftly great Triocs which he paflfed tbro* 
before he came toCanada. He fays tfaeOccaikm 
of their War is never to defend Property, nor 
is there ever Occafion for that, as they have 
every where fuch FuUnefs, and Room enough 
fbr all } but it is only out of Pricte to fee which 
Nation have the braveft Men. 

An Indian of the A^imdcweffkn^Tnhc^ which 
IS commonly at War withtbeAf4/Ajp»{^ii«iM^|i^ 
has f\(o been at Penobfcott, and gives an Ac« 
count fimihr to the moft eflential Parts of tbia 
Relation, by which it is made yet mote credU 
We A^ 
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At Mr. Ripley's Dcfire, the Chiefs of that 
Tribe met together, oo which occafion he had 
the Affiftaace of Capt. Fleccher, the Province 
Interpreter, by whom be comnr^unicareii to 
them his Errand ; after a (hort Confultation 
annong thcmfelvcs, rhcygave for Subftance the 
following Anfwcr, viz. After thanking him 
and tbofe who fcn« hifij, ihey faid Goo had 
taught them a wAy to Pray which was right, 
meaning the whole Popift Way of Worlhip, 
to which Religion they fcemed much attached, 
and addeds their Children would not be willing 
to€ome,and if they were, they could not get 
a living by it i and (hewed no Inclination to 
icnd them, to which Mr. Riplcv thought pro- 
per to return them a (hort Anfwer, in which 
be exprefled the Kindpefs of the Englifh in 
making the Oder to them, and that the Offer 
made them was of Goo**-That they would be 
Khe only Sufferers by refufing itr— That the 
£ngii(h would, by theirRefufal, befaved much 
Pains, andExpence to do them good,^&c« , 

At this Place Mr. Ripley found an Indian 
fouth of the Natic Tribe, who bad for feveral 
Years been with thefe and the Indians at St. 
Francis^ till he is become thorough Matter of 
the Languages of both the Tribes, which are 
mar alike— his moral Charader being very 
good, and there appeared a Profpeft of his be* 
commg 8 fine Interpreter, and a very ufeful 
Manylbottld he ha^eproper M^aTutes c^ Lear* 

aiog, 
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ning, Mr. Ripley invited bim to come with 
him to this School, he complyed with the 
greateft Chearfulnefs, and arrived July "^ ^^and 
has conduded agreeably* 

Mr. Ripley has reprefenred to me that Mif- 
fionaries among the poor Englilh Settlers in 
that Quarter are employed and fupported by 
chat Province, viz* tht Majfacbufetis Bay^ and 
that he found it quite confident with the De- 
fign of his Million to ferve that charitable De* 
fign towards thofe Settlers alfo, and is of Opi- 
nion that they will be more likely to find ac- 
cefs to the Indians, and be more beneficial to 
them, confidering the Jealoufies which their 
Priefts infpire, if they ihould go in the Cbarac** 
ter of Englilh Mifllonaries, and as having 
chemfor their Objeft, than in the Charafier of 
Miflionaries to the Indiana *, fo that their La- 
bour.^ among the Indians might appear to be 
only occauonal, and not in Confequenceof an/ 
fpecial antecedentRefpeft to them, in which Ca- 
pacity they may vifit the Indians as often, and 
ipend as much Time with them^ as will likely 
be profitable at prefeot, and yet peform nearly 
the Service which would be reafonably expeft- 
ed among the Englilh, and the Expence for 
each be kfiened thereby. And I know tbefe 
chanuble Gentlemen of the Committee, and 
their Conftituents, of that Province will re- 
joice in any Plan that Ihall make their Charity 
more extenAvely beneficial to the Souls of 

Men« 
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Men, while the Money they have granted for 
the Benefit ot the Eaglilb» it wholly devoted 
tothaiUfe. 

Upon receiving various Accounts from the 
Northward, which encourage a Hope that a 
Door may be fcoo opened tor Miffions amongf 
the Tribes in the Province of Canada, feverat 
of my Students who have been (bme Years 
with me preparing for a Mrffioo to the lodi* 
ansy werede(iroui tofpeod fome Time in that 
Province^ to get Acquaintance wkh the In- 
habitaors, and learn the CaAoms and Lrsn* 
guages both of the French andjndjaas. In. 
order to qualify themfelves for a Mifiion there. 
I did well approve of the Propofal^ as the Indi* 
ans are (o much Freocbifed, and likely more 
or ler$ acquainted with the French Tongue 
wherever the French have traded, or imployed 
their Miflbaaries among them for many hun- 
dred Miles* 

AccoiLOiVGLTi MeiBeurs Thomas Kendal, 
Eliiha Porter, Andrew Judfon, and with them 
Jofeph Verruiel fiu out on Uie 15th of June» 
and after the three firft bad recovered of the 
SmalUPox, which thi*y received by laoculatton 
at Montreal, Mr. Kendal founil a very emi- 
nent Situat'ton for Learning what he bad in 
View at Mrs. Sucy's at Caj;bMwagn^ and foon 
found himfelf fo happy as to gain the Refpeft 
of aQ about him, both Frenca and Indians^ 

arid « 
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a^ndL bad as maayladiaoBjysappl/ing tobfmfor 
liiS l.nftnifttooai hedefired, aBd more than he 
^^nf a.s well ab c to attend upoo, which gave him an 
Opportunity to be immediately profitable to 
^Uecn, while he was under the beft AdvanUge 
CO profeGute the Dcfign of fitting himfelf lor 
cbatc Service. 

Thi Difficuhy (^ introducing and fettling a 
IN^tffionary in any of tbeirTribes» and thcLength 
of Timet «nd expenfive Ceremonies always ne 
ceflfary to efitft it, has led me more and more 
into a favourable Opinion of Miflloeariea itiner- 
aemg among them, and accordingly of qualify- 
ing fuitable Youths for that Pur^e i who may 
be able to fptak to the feveral Tnbes in their 
own binguii^es, and v% icmerant Miffionartes 
travel fjom Tribe to Tribe, in which CharaAer 
their continuance at particular Places may be 
agreeable to the loftruaions which CiiaisTgave 
the itinerants which he fent forth, as their Pru- 
dence (hould dilate, and the Reception their 
Perfons and MeflTsge (hould find among them. 

I TRiNicit worthy our Confideratioo whether 
there would not be much lefs Danger of thofe 
Jealouries which have beenfvi conftantly a great 
Impediment in the Way of ftated Miflionaries, 
and much lefs expofe them to their Rage, or if 
tiiey (hould find themielves in Danger, make 
tbeirRetf eat more eafy, and without Noife, and 
give them Opportunitr. according to Caaiar^ 
Dire&k>a to leave them in a Manner beftfuited 
B %o 
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to awalceo their Canfcieiices, and excite them 
to ConfidtratioD^ 

A Number of Miffionaries tbos employed 
wiU have pecufiar Advantage to ftrengthen one 
another'sHands, motually confirm one another'a 
Me0age» advife one another of Dangers on the 
one Hand, and encouraging Profpe^ on the o** 
ther ; and cheirMifllon in t& wholes appear more 
refpedabie among theSavages. And if Goo flunild 
mercifully accompany theirMeflage with theHo- 
ly Ghoft fent down from Heaven» & there (hould 
be a Spirit of ConyidUon among themt though 
boc in a few Inftancea^ this would be a mSft 
JikelyMeans to fpread the Leaven far and wide* 
and through the whole Lump, as the few, who 
ifliould be the Sul^efts of fuch Tmpre^ons, 
would be fond of following, and recommending 
the Preacher to oihers^anaaU who ftoukl come 
in their Waj. 

Wb have had plentiful Eirperience of this 
In Years paft, as great Numbers can Witnefs 
who lived in Places where Goo has^racioufly 
poured out his Spirit upon his People, and how 
many hundred Inftances are there in this Land 
of fuch as can Witoefs that thofe firft Impreffi* 
ons which they have reafon to Hope ifiued in a 
faving Converlion to Chrift, were by Means of 
the Reports and Difcouries of others who were 
under fiich Imprelfions. May the Lord of the 
Harveft gcacioufly infpire his young Servants 
nyho are willingly offering themfelves to thisSer* 
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xrtce, with Wirdam* and a holy Zeal, and fend 
thecp forth io the Power and Spirit of Elias, and 
Crown tbctr pious Labours with his Btcfflng. 

Ma. Dean has now finiihed his Courfeol 
Studies here, and upon finding, as I have alrea- 
dy mentioned, that he may with little Expence 
be able to Preach to the Hurons freely in their 
own Tongue» has determined if God pleafes* 
when he has perfected himfelf in the French 
Tongue^ to enter upon aMifllon» and with a 
proper Companion, preach as an Itinerant, not 
only to the Six Nations (with whom be Uved 
many Tears from his Tooth) but to all the 
TrifcNSs that can underftand hmi« to a thoufand 
Miles end, if fuch there are at that Diftance. 

MissixiTRS Stacy and Pbiltips on their late 
Vifit informed me that by learning one Laa* 
guage beOdes the Mohocks which be already 
has, he wouMl be able to difcourle and preach 
to all the Tribes back from Montreal for fome 
hundred Miles. 

My Expences here have hitherto necefiarity 
been great, and every confiderate Man willea& 
ly conceive them to have been much greater, of^ 
account of the Difficulty and Diftiince of Tranf- 
pof tation, and especially as the Roads are yet 
fb new and rough. It is likely in Time new 
Markets will be opened, and Stores provided 
nearer and tnore convenient, but there muft bo 
Time to effeA lr« and great Expence to dear

vhe Roads and make them feafibte for Carriage, 
but the greateft and fureft Profpeft I have of 
Relief as to the greateft and heavieft Part of this 
extraordinary Trouble and Eapei>ce is irom the 
Cultivation of thefe Lands; when we can at- 
tain to a fullnefs of all which this Soil will pro- 
duce, welhall require but comparatively fmali 
Importation to make our Subfiftance ccmforta* 
ble, and I begin already to feel the Benefit. 

My Crops were confiderably (hortened the 
laft Year, the former by an uncommon Rain at 
the Beginning of the Harveft, the latter by an 
untimely Froft, yet the Benefit of that which 
was fived was very fenfible. And I have this 
Year cut about double the Quantity of Hay 
wfaidh I cut the laft Year, viz. about thirty Toos, 
aitd if God (hall gracioufly continue his Smiles, 
and grant iDcreafe according to the prefent Prof- 
pedst I expeft to cot fihy or fixty Tons the 
neuTeat. I have reaped about twenty Acres 
of Englilh Grain, which Crop appeared to be 
very heavy before Harveft, and proved to be 
too much to, as a confiderable Part of it fell 
down with its own Weight before the Seed had 
got to matm-ity, the Confrquencc of which all 
experienced FariKers well know ; howeve*, tho* 
it be muoh lefs than the Pfoffied was it is a ve- 
ry confiderable Relief. 1 have about twenty 
Acres of Indian Corn on the Ground, which, 
conlideriog the Ncwncfs ard imper/eft Tillage 
of the Lai^, ptomifei a confiderable Crop. 
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The Number of my Labourers for fix Months 
paft, ha9 generally been from Thirty to Forcv, 
befides thofe employed at the Mills, in the 
Kitchen, Wafti-Houfej&c. The Number of my 
Students dependant and independant the laft 
Year was about Eighty, and the Number of my 
Family together, confcquently large, and thro* 
the pure Mercy of God I have been blefled with 
a peaceableFamily,diligent andorderlyStudcncs, 
& faithfulLabourers. I have not heard a profane 
Word fpoken by one of my Number, nor have 
I ReafoB to think there has been one for three 
Years paft^ nor do profane Perfons eaped to be 
employed in any ^^ryice, or allowed to continue 
here. 

I HAVE feven Yoke of Oxen, and about twen- 
ty Cows, all the Property and employed in the 
Service oi the School I have cleared, fenced 
and fowed about fifteen Acres of Wheat, the 
clearingofthe Ground I dntered upon the laft 
Year and have found it CoQly, as I expected I 
(houtd, it being very heavy timbered, but as the 
Soil is good, and contiguous to the School, I 
exptGt it will well repay the Coft of it* 

I MAvi cleared fufficient for Pafturing, i. e. 
have cut aad girdled all the Growth upon five 
Hundred Acres and ^ Part of it have lowed 
with Hay-Seed ; the reft I expeft will be ready 
to receive rhe Seed, as fooo as it fhall be dry 
enoogb to burn the Tralh upon it in the Spring. 
The Soil is generally good, and I hope the 
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School wtl! experience the Benefit of it iii du^ 
Time.— I have eoclofed with a Fence about two 
Thouland Acres of this Wildemefs^ including 
the before^ mentioned, that I might be able to 
reftram Oxen^ Cows, Horfes» &c. from ramb« 
ling beyond my Reach in the Wildcrnefs. 

Only the Article of Hay-Seed to ftockthefe 
JLands which I have already cleared^ has and 
will, I expeft, Coft above j^ 40 Sterling. I 
have ftudied thecheapeft and mofteffeAual Me- 
thods I could to execute this Defign» it can't be 
dccomplilhed without Expence—- And however 
Gentlemen at a Diftance may think of it> I find 
ssy Condud, fo far as I koow, to be approved 
by all who have been acquainted with k, 
and It gives me very fenfible Satisfaftion to 
know that my honored Patrons in Englactd do 
approve of my Proceedure, and without their 
cxprefs Approbation, I ihould not have taken 
fech an Inrportant Step, any further than I (houk} 
liave ventured to have done it at my own Ex- 
pence. 

A LITTLE more than three Years ago, there 
IMS nothing to be feen here but a hou-k) YfiU 
dernefs, now there are eleven comforubleDweU 
]ing^Houfes*(befides the large one I built for my 
Students,and other necelfary Buildings, as Barns, 
Male Houfe, Brcw-Hcufc, Shops, 6cc.) and. 
feme of them reputable ones, built oy Tradef- 
jnen, and fuch as have fettled in fome C&tioec- 
tion with, and have been admitted fcr the Bene* 
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fit of this SchooU aod the moft of them near fi- 
niiked, aed all expcA to be habitable aad com- 
formbte before Winter, and all within Sixtf 
Rods of the College«*-By this Means the Ne« 
ceflities of this School have been relieved in Fart 
as to Room for my Students-— Yet the prefent 
Neceffitjr of another and larger Building appears 
tobefucht that the growth of this Seminai^ 
muft neceflarily be ftinted without it. This 
Neceffity I have reprefented to my honored Pa* 
trons 10 England, and doubt not they will re^ 
coonnend the charitable De£gn as they ibdil 
think advifeable* I alfo recommended it to the 
honorable Corporation of this College at their 
Meeting laft May i in coofequence of which 
they applied to the honorable General Aflemhljr 
of thisProvinoe(who were then fitdng) for their 
Encouragement and Affiftancc ; who generoufly 
granted ^.500 Lawful Money out ot the Pro* 
vince Treasury to begin with. Whereupon the 
Truftees taking into their ConQderatiop, how 

fraciouOy God had opened the Hearts of his 
eople on both Sides the Water, to contribute 
fo liberally to fupport and build up this Inftitu* 
tion, and that through his Blefling their retTos- 
able Expedatjons nave been fo fully anfwered 
in the Progrefs and Sqccefs of it hitherto, as thitt 
none have Occafion to regret their Expencrj or 
indulge the leaft uneafy Re&&ion on Account 
of their paflLiberality towards it; but on the o* 
tber Hand. tbeProrpeft of the exteofive Utility 
of it, to the great and pious Ends propoled by 
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the Benefafton, tsfo fahr and prcmifing, as may 
juftly infpire a ConBdencc chat God will noc 
*tbrfake it, but on the other Hand, will yet open 
the Hearts of Tuch as he has honored with AbU 
Irty to contribute Supplier for this NectfCty alfo. 
Whereupon thejr unanirooudy came ro the Con** 
dufion that, fufpending all other Methcdf, it be 
firft attempted by a Subfcription. 

I AM not jet able very precifely to fay what 
fheCoft of the Building will be, as it is not yet 
fully determined with what Materials to build, 
whether with Brick, or Stone. 

Ws have difcovered a ctnfiderable Body of 
good Stone at the Diflance of about three quar« 
ters of a Mile from the Spot propofed for the 
Building ; and feme who have ejtamrned it judge 
tbefe will be Sxone enough tocompleatit ; how 
chat win prove we can betti?r judge when we 
have got enough for the Cellar and Ruftic, or 
Ground Stoty \ * and all acquainted with 
Buildings of this Nature may judge for them" 
Selves of the Expence of it, I foppofe none wiH 
efteem It to be a very little Thing ; and fckcly 
the judicious will think, when they confider the 
Nature, Ufe, and De&gn of thtBuiiding, that it 
ifsnoc mjudicious to prefer Stone to any Thing 
elfe, if good Stone may be conveniently had. 
It IS p/opoffd to &w&k it in the moft plain, de-

perforfned with all the Prudence, Care, Fideli^ 
ty, atid good Oeconomy which I am Mafler of. 
The Puhllc may expe^fc a faithful Account of 
Expences as often as &ia\\ be reafoDabIe» and of 
the whole when it is fioifhed. 

By what I have thus imperfeftty reprefcofrd 
h Is eafy to fee what is now my Obj?*ft, viz. to 
begin and finilb this large Building, compleat 
what I have began in puittitig afuirable Parr of 
thefe Lands under proper CuUivatJon, and th« 
fooner this be done the fooner tviU the School 
have theComfori and Benefit propofed by them. 

Another Barn will likely (oon be Kece (Tarr^ 
as alfo a Houfe^ and Accomodations for a Dairy, 
fcc. and though the Expeaces to accompUfh 
thefe Things muft necefl^r^ty be great, yet rtie 
Fund thereby laid will be laffing, and I hope 
(ufficient to fupptKt a Urge Number of Iivdmns, 
and pious Youth who (hall devote themrelves to 
the Service of the RsoxEMzt with their whole 
Hearts, in a pleafing SycctflSon to the larci^ 
Generation. And alfo by what I have faid ( 
truft^Seniletren of ConGderation and Penetra- 
tion wtlt fee that now is the T.mc if ever foe 
the Friends of this Inftuotion to lend a helping 
Hand, and efpecially as I believe none will thinlc 
ft prudent to abate oi»r endeavours for the Pa« 
gans,our firft and great Objf£V, on Account of 
ihefe extraordinary Expences >ivh;ch are iubor*. 
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dioate to that End. Would not fuch Abate* 
menc of our immediate Endeavours with 
them at leaft end^Miger the Reputation of the 
Caufe^ gtre the Enemy an Advantage to put 
greater Embarraficnenca in our Way, and render 
the Succefs ot future Endeavors more impro^ 
bable ? But I think this Objedtion of the 
Greatnefs of our prefent Expences can have no 
Force in ir^ fince they are only for that which i$ 
on all Hands allowed to be Expedient and Ne- 
ceiTarji, and efpecially if we confider that bv the 
execatioo of the Plan propofed« thofe Estpences 
will likely foon be amply refunded. As for In«- 
fiance. Twenty Shillings will clear, ftock and 
fence an Acre of Landed thatAcre, when thus 
put under Improvement, will be worth Twenty 
Shilhngs per Annunif I dont mean that all 
thefe Lands can be put under Improvement fo 
Cheap, or that all will be fo profitable when 
thev are brought under Cultivation, but that this 
is the Cafe with a confiderable Part of thefe 
Lands, and I don^t fay this at Random, or by 
Guefs, for it is found to be fo in Inftances not a 
few in thefe Parts, and I hope will be confirmed 
by my own Experience, fo that the School will 
foon loofe the principal of the Money laid out 
by negle^iog to make this Improvement of it» 

When I toioTc of the great Weight of pre- 
fent Expencc for the Support of fixteen or fc- 
ventcen Indian Boy?, which has been my Nom- 
ber alt the lafl; Year, and as many Engli&Yooth 
on Charity i eight in the Wildernefs who de* 
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prod upon their Soppott wholly from diiiQpar'* 
ten; which ha« beea cheC«fe aooofiderablePare 
of thti Year— fucb a Number of Labourers— * 
and under Neceflicy to build a Houfe for 
myfelf (!as fhe Houle I have lived in was ori* 
ginally planned for a Score-Houfefer the School^ 
and has beea for fome Ttoae ufedfor that Fur<^ 
poTe^ and muft be henceforward devoted to it 
and Expenee far rbree^ and foiimJOTCS four Tu« 
tors» which has been the leafi Nuo^ber that 
would fuffice lor the well inftn^ksg my Stu^ 
dents, I have (bmadines found iaiotners of 
Heart I but when I confider I have not beea 
ieektog myfelf in one Step I have t?*ke0) nor 
have I ukeo one Step without Delmeraticn* 
and aficing Co^inlel therein-i-aod that if further 
Refources from tbatPu&nefs« on whIcKaloae I 
have depended from the fif ft» &ould be with- 
held, yec that whtch has been laid out« wilt be 
by no Means loft to this School, nor fo much as 
ever be expofed toReproach, as having been im« 
prudently expended ; and not only fo» but! have 
always made it my pra6tice, not to fofier my 
Expeoces to exceed what my owti private Inter- 
eft will pay in Cafe I faould be brought to that 
NcccfRty, to do myCreditors Jufficc— But tfcc 
ConGderacion which above all others^ has been^ 
and is my fovere'<go Support, is that it is the 
Cauieof God ; and God moft certainly has, and 
Hoes own it as his own, and in him» and him on* 
ly» do I hope to perfeft his own Plan for bis 
own Glory. And whatever his Plan may be

accompUfh it, let theDevices^Counfels and Ma« 
ehbauions of^ Men, or Devils againftit be lihat 
they wilK And I wi(h I may always be difpoT* 
cd with the Temper and becoming the Charac- 
ter of a Servant co have my Eyes ever to him— ^ 
Under thefeApprehenGonsJ can't be anx:ous a« 
bout theEvent. God has donegreatThingsforit 
hitherto, &I may not go back» but wait upon Sc 
hope in him to maintain, fupport and defend it, 
&rperform what is wanting for it ra his own Way 
and Time. ^^ertaioly his Hand has been confpi* 
cuous, in the Beginning, Rife» and Progrefs of 
tti through fo many dark Scenes. When id it's 
Infancy and was the Objeft of Contempt, it was 
the Hand of God that opened* and difpofed the 
Hearts of lb many on bK)th Sides the Water to 
fuch pious & charitableLiheral ties for the Sup- 
port ot it.— It was theFinger of God that pointed 
out fuch a wi/e, godly, honourable, and friendly 
Patronage for it in Europe— -And what but a 
Divine Ingocnce fliould move my worthy Pa- 
trons with fo much Chearfutnefs to accept that 
important Tiuft in London^ and with fuchSiea- 
dintfs, diilntereiled Zeal, profecure the Defign 
hiihertc— It was the Hand of God that advanc* 
ed ii*s gredt Frteod and P^tron^ the Right Ho* 
nourable William Earl of Dartmouth» to the 
American Admi^iiUacion^at fuch a Time» and 
whie be was in f^ich CoRDrfboo wkh ibis Se- 
minary — !i was the Hand of God that opened 
the Heart of our gracious Sovereign t<x (hew his 
priacsly Muni&cence towards it in bis Royal 
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Beuotjr of two Handred Pottods SterKng^ and 
more cfpecially in ratifying a Charter endowing 
it with alt the Powers, Immunities, and Privile- 
ges of any Univerfity in his Kingdom, by whkh 
the laterelh of it are' moft effeftually fecored, 
and thofe who are g aduated in it have not an 
empty Title, but by Law haveClaim to all tbofe 
Rights and Privileges belonging to Graduates 
in any Univerfity within the Rpalm of Great- 
Britain.^~Was it not the Hand of a gracious 
God that advanced fo important and beneficial 
a Friend as his Excellency Governor Went- 
woRTH to the Chair in this Province, and dif- 
pofed htm as a ntirfing Father to patronize this 
lender Caufe in its Infancy in this Wildernefs i 
Has not a divine Hand been quite conrplcuouis 
in defeating thr Plots and Effort^ of the Eoe- 
mtes of this Caofe, and overruling thehr Coun- 
felsand Devices quite to other Purpofes than 
they defigned ? Cerr^inly the gracious Hand of 
God has been very evident to all acquainted, in 
that Regularity and good Order which has unin- 
terruptedly fubfifted here, and that without any 
other Form of Government than parental. 

Th £S£ Things are cot the Refulc and Produd 
of the Wifdooj, Sagacity, or Prudence of the 
wife Politicks of the Age, but God has evident*^ 
ly and upon Defign to hide Pride from Man^ 
and make the Eitcellency of his Power and 
Grace confpicuous herein, made Choice of an 
Xnftrument every way unequal to it. Surely 
this looks }rke his XMan io make the Excellency 
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of his own PcricdiQAs appear, and fcture aU 
the Glory to h'mMt. 

I THINK io tbefe and ocberlnflances, too ma- 
nj to enamerate, wile Obfervers have* or mighr 
have feeRt and been conftrained to acknowledge 
the loving Kindnefs of the Loud towards thia 
loftitotion. 

And If thefe Things be fo^and fo fare is tbey 
befo^this School is an objed inviting the Cha- 
rity of the Friends of iS^ion — and tbofe whom 
God has honored with Ability have this, amoog 
other WaySt opened f^^ ^bem in Return to honor 
the Lord with their Subftance. Nor have they 
Reafon to fear ^if thefe Things be fo) that their 
Names will ever be expofedto Reproach in fuc« 
cceding Generations, or their Poflrerity have 
Occafioii to regret it, if they fhould eftablifli 
lotheaslelves a Name here, with a Fond for the 
Support of neeeffaryProfeflbrs & Initruftors, or 
aLiDrary,oraMathealaticai, and Fhito&phtcat 
Apparatus, or by fome diftingut(hing Liberafity 
towards the building of theEdifice propofed— *or 
by Mnj other tofting Benefit which their pious 
Hearts may devifc towards this InAitution, or 
the Encoungement of any ufeful Branch of Li- 
terattire io it. And I hope none wiU ever find 
Oocafion to complain of an ungrateful Return 
for any exprefiien of their Kindnefs and Charity 
towards tbe Encouragement of this Caufe. 

Ths greatefk cut ward Impediment in the 
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Way to the Succefs of all Endeavours in this 
Caufe, and that which above every thifig eire 
has been^ and is difcouraging to Miflionaries, 
and has rendered their Attempts frutdefs among 
the Indians, is the vicious and immoral Lives 
of fuch as are fettled on their Borders, and the 
Avarice and other Vices of the Traders chat 
are among them, their making Merchandife of 
the Souls of the Savages, by an unlimited Sale 
of Rum. If thefe Evils can'c be remedied, the 
Profpeft is certainly gloomy, unlefs Mifllonaries 
can nnd Means to penetrate into their Country 
beyond the Reach of this Contagion. I hope 
through the Smiles of Heaven upon the pro* 
pofed Travels of Mr. Dean and his Companion, 
among dillant Tribes the enfui/ig Year, fome 
more favourable Proipefts may be opened to our 
View. 

I would uke this Opportunity very thankful- 
ly to acknowledge the Receipt of many kind 
Letters from dear Friends of various Charafters, 
which I have not been able to anfwer, for Want 
of Leifure $ and alfo for many Exprefiions of 
Kindne is and Charity toward this School, too 
many to enumerate. I Ifaall only mention the 
repeated Munificence of the Hon. Col. John 
PhtUf js, Efq; of Exeter, by his late Donatioa^ 
of ^.125 Lawful Money, which, added to the 
Prefent he made the laft Year^ completes th^: 
Sum of iC*300* And alfo I may not omit here^ 
thef^enerous Legacy of C ^'S^ Lawful Money 

and 
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^n& ^ valuable Library, left co this College and 
School by the lad Will of that eminent Servant 
of Christ, the Rcv*d Diodatc Johnfon, late of 
Miltingcon, in Connei£kicut« deceafed. 

I SRALL onlv add my Defire of the fervent 
Prayers of all fuch as have the Redeemer's 
Caufe at Heart, that Qoo would mercifully 
guide me in the great Aflfair before me, by his 
Counfel, and tucceed all future Endeavours, ac- 
cording to his Word, howev<^r feeble they may 
be; to build up and enlarge tne Kngdom of 
the glorious Redeemer.

At Elizabitb'fown inNiwJerfey^ we receiv-

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ed a Comcni{Iio& from the Honorable Board of 
C Qrrrefpondents for propagating Chrtftian 
Knowledge, under whofe Direftion we are in 
the prelenc Miflion. 

Having experienced much Kindneft from 
Gentlemen o n ourWay> we arrived on Jaly i ^tb^ 
at the Rev'd. Mr« Brmmrd*s at Bntberhn^ to 
whom we wore referred f r further Intelligence 
and Direftton relative to the Delawan Indians - 
at MuAiugum. Mr. Brainerd informed us that 
feme Indians lately from the Frontiers of Pum^ 
JyhamaYkzA brought him very difagreeable TU 
dings of the Indians beyond Fffri-Piiiy foch aa 
made it look very difcouraging to attempt the 
lotroduftion of the Gofpel among them % tbac 
ieveralMurders and Infults had been lately coni* 
m'tcedinfome of the backSettlements; and Aat 
from what he could fearn from the Indium who 
had lacely traveird into the Indians Country and 
lately returned, the Deldwarts at Mujkingnm who

Wa were very aoittotis about procunng 
an Interpreter, efpecially as fo few good ones 
are co be found in thefe parts, and fo much de- 
pends upon the Gopdaefs and Fidelity of an In- 
terpreter ;— when quite unexpefted we provi- 
dentially found 7<»/iip*P^«|5» here, the very In- 
dian who was Interpreter tO Meflieurs Beaity and 
Dtfffield in their Mtffion about fix Years ago, to 
the fanse Place where we are bound.

Our Intcrprcrcr y(f/eph fct out from 
the jF%r/ wiih his Family in order to meet focne 
of the Heads of his Tribe at a Place two Days 
Journey from this, where they are to hold a 
Council about fixing en a Place to build aTown, 
after which he is to return and lee out with us 
for Mft/kingum. 

31ft. Thb Time Jejepb had appointed to be 
back having expired9 we anxioufliv waited bis 
Return. A few Days paft wrote a Letter to 
the Kingof theD^/^fertfr^jinfortning him of our 
Intention, and that weho^ed co fee hsm m a 
Ihort Time. 

Soon after our Arrival here Mr. Frifite was 
taken Sick.

The Commander of the Garfifoo wm kind 
enough to give Liberty to the King's Interpreter 
at this Statk>Q to go with met a youn^^ Gentle- 
man well aCQuainced with the Indians among 
wliom he had been Captive (bnie Yeari.^Hav- 
in^ been civilly and hofpttably treated, and 
kindly aflifted on oor Way by feveral benevo** 
lent Gentlemen at this Place— -I fet out for the 
Indian Country with Jofeph my Interpreter, and 
the young Man abuve*mentioned, and creffing 
the OiM^oppofite to the Fori we came to an 
Indian Groundt and after journeying fixDaya 
in the Witdernefs, through a fine Country of 
Land abounding with fmall HiUs« well watered 
with Rivers and Springs, without meeting with 
any remarkable Occurrences, Jiaving feen but 
about half a Dozen Indian Huts in aH the Way, 
we came m Sight of Kikalemabpeboong^ lying on 
the South Weft Bank of the Mujkingum.

Oir oar Arrival we had the Misfortune to find 
a Number of the Indians in Liquor. I was con- 
dtiAed to the King's Houfe, who gave me a.

ibon convened, and after fmoking their Circle 
of Pipes, ihe King alked my Interpreter whether 
AiW GEORGE bad fent me*— imagining, I fup* 
pole, that no one below the King would prefume 
to fend to htm—- and then told me as a Number 
of his People in Town were drunk, they would 
defer hearing my Bufinefi to next Day. As 
lodtaos are remarkable for their Hofpiulity, they 
provided me a comfortable Houfc to live in, and 
(otM Proviftons to fubfift on. 

aad» TvasDAY. To Day the Indians in 
Town being all Ibber, the King convened his 
Head Men at the Council- Houfe ; I was con- 
duced 10 by one of the Council — the ijoufe 
was crowded and two Council Fires burning, 
furrounded with the poor Tawny immortals^ 
after I had taken my Seat, the Speaker tokl me 
the King was ready to hear what I had to fay* 
I then delivered them aSpeechof half an Hour, 
the Snbftance of which is as follows ;

•• the Wildernefs and inflruA our Brethren, 
** they find but a few who are able to bear the 

*' Fatigues 
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" Fatigues and Hardfliips ot the Wilderneft, 
*^ aod who are villing to leave their native 
** Land, their cvelations and Friends, and come 
" and live among you." 

•• The good Minifters have fent us, my Bre- 
•* thren, and we have willingly come* We 
^< come not to get your Lands nor your Riches^ 
•• nor to concern ourfelves in your worldly Af- 
^* fairs-— but to tell you the Word of God ami 
" of JefusChrift ihe Saviour of Sinners, to take 
« you by the Band and lead you in the Way 
•• toHcaven.** 

I THEN read them our CommifEon and Let- 
ters Recommendatory— and gave them a (hort 
Hiftorical Account of the Indian Cbaritj-ScbeoJ^ 
under the Care of the Reverend Eleazah 
Whe BLOCK— 'of the Pains taken to educate the 
In^^anS'-^h^ Succefs that attended his Endea* 
vours in many Inftances— particularly of Rev'd. 
Mr. Ociom and the prefenc Profpefts of ^the 
Scbool-^and clofed by obferving, 

" Thos, Fathers and Brethren, I have told 
•* you the Bufinefs we have come upon — by 
•* whom we are fent— you have lieard our In- 
" tenttoni and if you incline to have us ftay a-* 
** moDg you and preach Jesus Christ to you, 
^^ we fliall be glad to ftay and live with you a 
*♦ great while, — But if you choofe not to he.ir 
'^ any Thing about Religion, and think it not 
*• bed for us to live with you, we muft then 

return 
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«V return Home to thofe whc fent us to you, 
^* with great Sorrow that our Brethren would 
" not receive us.** 

HAvrNo finiihed fpeaking to them, the Coun- 
cil adjourned to the next Day. I retired to my 
Lodgings well pleafed with the feeming Appro* 
bation they maoifefled at the Propofal, afluriog 
myfclf of a fatourable Anfwer. The next Day 

13d* Thi CouDcil mett and fent for me to 
lead to them a Letter, they had received from 
the fakirs in Pinajylv^ma ; in which they pro* 
mife that when Minifters or Teachers are fent 
among them, thev would fend a Certificate by 
them, by which they (the Indians might know 
them ; this Claufe I found was a Bar in our 
Way, as we bad not this Certificate, 

34th. The next Day after they met again and 
fent for roe to read to them a Letter they had 
received not long fince, from a Baptift Minifter 
in the JirfisSf in which were feveral Propofals 
tefpeftmg their Civilfifiabliihmenr and Proper- 
ty of Lands, theexpediency of a further treaty 
of Peace with the Engli/b^ &c.~-Thofe who are 
bed acquainted with Indian Tempers, and know 
bow ftrong their Jealoufies are, that the White 
PeOf'^le in all the Propofals to them aie laying 
5K:hemes to get thetr Lands, will be beft able to 
ludgp of the propriety of fuch a Procedure. Af- 
ter reading it the Council exprefled their Jea- 
louiies, and obferved that a Minifter fhould noc

ulk of War, Fighting wi Ludf—^but of Uea« 
ven. As thejr imtgioe Minifters are all in ge- 
neral on the fame Plan, I found chej eorertaio- 
ed the fame J^aloufies of me, and the Letter 
prejudiced tbemagainft ourOffi»r« Their Land 
is their Idol St and their Fears are raifed at eterf 
Propofal however beneficial to tjiem, th^it at the 
Bottom our Defign is co rob them of i^ and 
bring them to Subjedion and Slavery to the 
WhttePeople which they dread worfe than Death, 

lie the Evening one of the Council told me, I 
muft exercife Patience, till they were ready to 
give me an Anfwer, 

a4th. The Committee met again } was in- 
formed fome of them ftrongly oppoled receiving 
OS I— -and ofiered fuch Reafons as the following, 
Thatthe Gr^tf/^BWsf did not intend die Retigioa 
ot the White People Ihould be thetr's, that if he 
had intended it, he would have let them kiu>wn 
it long ago ;— that ic was not their Intereft to 
appear fo friendly to the White People who had 
already crouded too faft upon their Land and 
drove them from their Hunting Grtnind i«— that 
ail we were after was to get their Lands and 
bring them to Slavery ; — that the JEngli/b Reh* 
gioo would brrng them off from their Knowledge 
and Love of War, and then they &ould be aa 
eafy Prey to their Bnemies, &c. 

25th. and idth. Thby (till continue confulc* 
ing whether I fliall ftay among them. In the 

mean 
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mean Time they fent fome of their HeadMea 
u> the neighbouring Towns co know their O- 
Ipioioii. 

27th. Bbino the Sabbath* I fent Word to the 
Ktfig^ ihac with his Liberty I would fpeak to the 
People to Day^ as it was a Day the White Peo- 
ple fpent in worfliipping the Great Being % they 
met rn the Council Houfe, the King and moft 
of the Council being prefent.*-*! difcourfed to 
them on the Nature and Duty of Prayer and 
dieo prayed with theolt after which I {»-eached 
to them concemmg Jtfus drifts gave them a^ 
ihort Hiftortcal Account of htmi md fpcdte of 
his Suffering for Sin j-— they were very attentive 
to what was faid and fome were a&eded. — In 
the Afternoon preached to them again by way 
of Paraphrafe on the Parable of the Prodigal 
Son % in the Application of which, my Inter* 
preter was much affected, and a folem awe ap- 
peared in the A0emblv« After Sermon retired 
to my Houfe, humbly trufting in the Divine 
Bleffing to fucceed the Word, and endeavouring 
to commit mylelf and the Caufe to God. 

29th. Tuesday. The Council ftiU fet and 
gave no Aftfwer whether I (hould flay — In the 
Evening two of the Head Men came to my 
Houfe, and fpoke to the following Purpofe .* 

•• Broihir^ when you fpoki to us you Uld us^ wi 
mi ripeui of our Sins and bitiivo on Tefus Chrift ^ 
now we IbouU he glad to how what Sin is^ that we 
way know what to repent of. I said 
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i SAID I was very glad co find fuch a Dtfpo- 
iition in them, and would tell them the nexc 
Day. This I thought in the Time of it was ve« 
ry encojragmg though after warda 1 found they 
had more Pnlicy than Goodnefs in the Ri; queft. 

30th. Wedkmday. ToDay I was lo (jpcak 
to tbem on Sin, and explain it in all BraiK:bc5^ 
for the good Purpofe, as they faid, that they 
might forfake it ; but unfortunatcW laft Even- 
ing two Caggs of jRiTfli came to Town, which 
fruftrated the good Defign and in an Hour^a 
Time very much altered the Scene. By Mid- 
night great Pare of the Indians were drunki^ and 
their Yells and Noifes in Dancing and Fighting 
round my Houfe, added to the Horrors of the 
Darknefs and feemed to give a ftrikijig Refem* 
hlance of a more dreadful Region. Through a 
Kood Providence none entered my Houfe ib the 
Night, though lexpefted them in every Mo^- 
ment ;<— what my reelings were through the 
Night I can better conceive ihanexprefs. The 
Pay Light prefented me with the difagreeable 
Sight of the greateft Part of the Inhabitants, 
Men and Women reeling over the Green j— I 
advifed fome that I faw ibber, to keep clear from 
the pernicious Liquor-*— ^they promifed they 
would, but theTemptation, I found baffled their 
iirongeft Refelutions. The Kifig was kind c* 
nough to come and take Breakfaft with me, and 
feemed forry at the Conduft-of bis Sobjefts. 
Soon after Breakfaft, a douc drunken Indian, 

prompted 
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{>rompted bf rhc ZVtW aod kis own natiire Ma- 
ice^ tor I had oever fpoke to hiait (Miifued me 
with A Club t— *buc through the kind Pfotedion 
of Heaven I efeaped his bruul Rage.-*Imagin* 
\ng my (lay in town would be dangeftms» from 
the revengeful Appearance of feveral ctf tbofc 
Sons of Baccbus^ I gotmyHorfe and rode to 
neighbouring Village, intending to ftay there 
till the Indians in Town Aould exbauft their 
Rum. On my Arrival ac the Village I found 
them beginning to drink there, and I began to 
think Safety was no where to be foimd ; howe« 
yer» my Interpreter found a fober Honfe ainl 
(here we tarried tiU towards Sun fiiti 

How lamentable is theSituatkm <tf thefe poor 
Creatures ! How deAru^ive to their Bodies and 
their SoulsJs this murtteringRum ! How touchy 
alas! will thofehardned People who coni^ey it 
among cbem^ have to anfwer for when the Blood 
t)f thefe poor, ignorant Savages, who by their 
Means are daily reeling down to Hell, (hall be 
reqyired at tMr Hands. 

Havin o (efrelhed curfelves with feme roafod 
Veriif>in andSquaOies we fet out from the Vtll^e 
and teturned to Town in Hopes of Bnding the 
Indians qutet. V^y fortunately^ the JCfiy,who 
had kept blmfclf fober today, ordered the Re- 
mainder of the Rum to be carried out of Town i 
and on our Arrival we had the facistaftion to fee 
the greater Part of the drunken IndiaAs, walk-^ 
tng in a String up the Raver^ following theRum 

and 
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mod finging as they went, wkh an Intention to 
fee the laft of it : and the Town was left pretty 
peaceable 

Found it a comforting cor f deration that God 
goreros the World and tiai t heRage of the Hea- 
then under his Controu) ;— <-and into his Hands 
endeavoured .to commit myfel^ who isa Rock 
and hiding Place to all who truft m him. 

OBober ijl, Thvbsday. The Indians gare os 
no Difturbance laft Night ; and this Morning 
I was r cry glad to find the Rum all gone & the 
Indians agam fober. Some, I am infornsed are 
to day laid up fick in Confequence of the 
Wounds and Bruifes they received Yefterday 
from their drunken Companions.^ 

Thsy had not forgot the Requeft fome of 
them made laft Tuefday (•-•-and accordingly at 
Noon a Number of them met at the Cmilj- 
Hpufi^ I told them I was glad they had manifef* 
ted a Delire to know what Sin was, and that I 
had then an Opportunity to tell them what U 
was.-** As they had themfelves defired me to 
preach to them on that Subject, I fpoke with 
Freedom and concealed nothing that I looked 
upon belonging to the Subjeft, for Fear of be* 
ing afterwards secured by them,of mifreprefent-'

AFTEti Sermon I withdrew and Jcfcph tarried 
with them. One of the Council obfervcd to 
httn that if all tbofc Things were Sins, which 1 
h^d mentioned, he believed tfaer^ was no one 
perfect ^-*--and another alked him why I had 
ipoke to him altogether, and told him every 
thing he bad been guilty of. 

0{is of the Council to day aiked me^ if there 
weie any more Sins befides thofe I had meotl- 
Mied: — I told him there were many more; 
weU^ &ys he, we would cbufe to tear them aU} 
«nd they af>pointed the next Day i6 bear more

f Frasi ihetr CocuiQd for a few Days |miS» it t ppested evi« 
d£ot, that their Dcfignin rcqoefliog me to give them a Deff^ 
fii«ion of Slf)9 W9S to And oot what Pkes thty mafli dCfeod 
ttj^n rclia^otfh'iig (boaM they r^caive ^hcdryUamlttiQkiL, 
IlKfr ofifo IFtecf, I di<s ooc ioteod to enter qkoQ* oiifiTl 
hid iteo mih them Tome Time, aod brodght them on hv 
Df^eet to an Abhorreoce of them ; hoc as they had JofiAi^ 
oomftettitg ibemkoow what Sin waf in alt its Parti.

The Indians again met, and as 
they defired ic, I fpoke on the fame Subjed as 
we were upon Yefierday, though more particu- 
larly on the Sins of the Heart, and obferved that 
the Sins of Thought as wJl as of AAion wefe 
taken Notice of by the Great Being and were 
very difpleafing to him — The Audience were 
fmali and attentive. After Sermon, Jofepb who 
is mtich engaged in recommending Religion to 
his Brethren, tarried and converfed with them 
fome Time. 

Trey (till confulting rerpeAing my ftayiag 
with them. It gave me Pain to find fo much 
Oppofition in Town, to a Propolal fo benevo- 
lent and calculated for their temporal and eter- 
nal Benefit.— -—Heard daily of the malicious 
Speeches and groundlefs Jealoufies of the poor 
deluded Inhabitants againd our Propofah 

3d. Saturday. They gave me an Opportu- 
nity to preach again to day ; though the Aflem- 
bly was fmall, confiderihg how numerous the 
Indians are here. - As a proper Appendix to

Repentance towards Goo and Faith in our Loar 
Jisus CnaiST. Several weie aSefted. Afcer 
Sernnon Jofepb carried and fpoke to his Brethren, 
on the Neceflity of their receiving the Gofpel ♦ 
and told theai fome Truths which came with 
great Freedom and Propriety from him who is 
one of their own ^ribe^ and which, confidering 
their Jealoufies, I thought it not proper for me 
10 fay any thing about. What he moft infifted 
was the Certainty of their Ruin without Religi- 
on y and finally told them, unlefs they receiv^ed 
the Gofpel and lived like white People, God 
would cut them off as he had done their Fmnfa- 
ilnrSf and give the fine Country of theAfi^'arfirflii 
which they now inhabit, to a People that would 
ferve and worfhip him. They all hung their 
Heads and made no reply. This I thought 
gpodyp/epb told them with a kind of Phrophetic 
^irit, and if wcmay argur the future Condud 
of divine Providence from thepaf^, is what per- 
haps we may foon fee accomplifiied.

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4^h. Sabbath. Preached to day to about 
forty Indian8,endeavoured to Anfwer an Objec- 
tioa which it generally retained among them i 
^chat the cbriKan Ritigion or the Bible was not 
intended for Indians^ but only for the white 
Peoplel After Sermon, in Converfatton»one of 
the Council obje^edL that he did not know 
whether it wai beft for them to receire the 
SwgSJb Riligim$y ** for the white People, fays 
^^ he, who are acquainted with,and who fay they 
** are Chrifttans,are worfe than the worft of us, 
^ and we had rather be what we arf", thati fuch 
*< as they are.^ This Objeftion, I thought, 
had Weight in it« J^^h undertook to anfwer 
his Countrymen, and told them, that whatever 
thofe Men they fpoke of might call themfelves, 
he could aflure them, they were no Chriftians, 
for their ConduA was very contrary to the Con- 
duft of Chriftians and to the Word of God ; 
that if. thofe Men they fpoke of, (hould go a« 
mongChriftians,they woold not admit them into 
their chriiban Societies, &c. 

5th. Monday. The Council fent forme to 
give me a final Anfwen After taking a Seat, 
one of the Counfellors, in the NameortkeJSiif, 
delivered the following Ucooic Speech. 

^* Mr Brother, I am glad you have come a* 
mong us from fuch a great Diftance, and that 
we fee each other» and rejoice that we have had 

an 
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zn Opportunity to hear you preacbt fince you 
have been heie. My Brother, you will now 
return Home again from whence you cames 
and when you get there give my L ove to thofe 
that fent you. I have donefpeaking/* 

I was furprifed at this Anfwer^ and in Reply 
told them I was very forry they rejected an Offer 
that was only intended and fo well calculated 
for ihelr Good. 

After conveifrng with them fome Time, I 
afked tbem what Reafon we ftiould offer to the 
good Men who fenT» why they would not re* 
ceive us^One of theCouncil in an iU*natur*dTone 
gave me to underftandi that they did not like 
the white PeopV^s fettling upon the Ohio i and 
that it was neceffary thattheChainof Friendfliip 
between KingGuif^i and them (hould be mado 
more firm and ftrong before they could receive 
the M^jgiyk fo much into Favour as to receive 
their Religion. 

Thx encouraging Profpeds aow alt vaniflied^ 
and the Door fcemed quire Ihut up and their de* 
ci&ve Anrwer left me no Room to propofe tar- 
rying ot recuining to them : However I told 
them that Mn Frfiietnd I propoled to ftay in 
the backParts ofPtnnfylvania till the nextSpring^ 
arrd thaiif cbey ihould then think favourable of 
0ur Ffopofat ^nd would let ui know it^ perhaps 
-we might return to them, 

AiTBa 
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Aftih obuintog Liberty to (tajr io Towa a 
few Days looger» not koowing but in the mean 
Time the Matter would take a difierent Torn, 
& Heaven fee fit to alter theirDifpofition towards 
Religion^ tookLeave of the Councili and retired 
to my Houfe much difheartned. 

I find them full of Jealoufies and Sofpicioos | 
and the Influence and Conduft of fome bad 14$m 
have very mtsch corrupted their Morals and 
prejudiced them againftC/&r//ffa«i/y» and who are 
mftrumental in propagating all thtVias and few 
or none of thtVirtms of the whitePcopie among 
the poor Heathen, So vicious are they thae 
there is lUtle Hope of fucceeding in Attempt! 
to Chrtftianize thofe fouthern Indians, until a 
Stop is put to the vaft Floods of Rmm which are 
yearly conveyed into their Country^theexceffive 
Ufe of whicKopens a Door to every EviL 

9th. Friday. The Indians I found ftill ad« 
hered to their RefoIution,and finding my Stay 
among them longer would be diihgreeable, I 
fetout with an Intention to return by a nearer 
Courfe than we came^ and after traveling five 
Days thro' the Wildernefs^ having crofled die 
OAi^ about fi5£ty miles by theCourfe of theRivcr 
below Fort'fiti^ I arrived there and had the 
Pleafure to find my Companion r^overed frooi 
bis Sicknefs And at the earned Importunity 
^f the People we fpent fevenMonths Iceneraring 

among 
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attOBg tlie YacantSettlemeoti Weft of tbe Ag^ 
paUuhioB M$imtaiMSf where the l^topie tre nume* 
nm and very defirous co htveMioifters iettled 
among cbem Hearing notbiog in the meanTime» 
from the Indimut to eocuorage ui to make a 
fecond Attempt^ we (ec out for tfiw-Etiglsnd 
where we at laft arrived^ having expecieoced 
nuieh of toe divineGoodnefi through the whole 
l4:»arney.
